PREFACE 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
Sawbridgeworth  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December ,1972. 

In  the  past,  an  annual  report  indicated  the  amount  of  infectious 
disease  and  death  in  the  community,  (in  1894,  there  were  about  I50 
deaths  a  week  in  London  alone,  due  to  measles).  These  figures 
indicated  where  improvements  in  housing  could  help  improve  the  health 
of  the  community. 

Nowadays,  figures  of  infectious  disease  are  an  index  of  the 
effectiveness  of  our  immunization  campaigns. 

The  figure  of  non-inf ectious  serious  disease  such  as  limg  cancer, 
road  accidents  and  possibly  coronary  disease  can  only  be  improved  to 
a  small  extent  by  improved  planning. 

These  preventable  causes  of  death  really  require  individual 
effort;  but  it  is  always  easier  to  make  an  effort  if  you  realise  you 
are  at  risk  and  if  others  are  making  an  effort  too.  Not  everyone 
who  reaches  the  age  when  a  driving  licence  can  be  held  is  aware  that 
it  is  an  age  of  high  risk  in  traffic.  It  is  like  a  pilot  in  warfare: 
until  he  has  flown  a  few  sorties,  he  doesn't  really  know  an  enemy  plane 
in  the  sky. 

Vi/ithin  this  report  there  is  a  brief  directory  of  the  various 
caring  agencies  in  the  district.  I  know  this  has  been  of  use  to 
some,  particularly  such  people  as  nurses  who  are  studying  community 
health  care. 

The  title  "Medical  Officer  of  Health"  is  to  disappear  soon,  I 
feel  this  is  a  pity.  At  least  people  knew,  from  the  title,  that 
there  was  a  doctor  interested  in  promoting  Health,  other  than  treating 
disease.  Many  people  may  not  even  realise  the  ’Proper  Officer'  who 
succeeds  the  M.O.H.  will  be  a  doctor  too. 

I  have  enjoyed  being  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
evening  meetings.  You  are  the  smallest  of  the  districts,  but  I 
believe  your  questions  have  been  the  most  penetrating. 

These  reports  cannot  be  written  imtil  National  and  Regional 
figures  are  available.  These  only  arrive  in  late  April  or  May. 

My  position  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  terminates  in  April,  1974. 

So  this  may  well  be  the  last  report  you  have  from  me. 

The  Health  in  the  area  has  been  good  in  the  past  year.

Vaccination  against  Rubella 
(German  Measles)  is  offered  to 
these  girls  who  have  not  already 
had  this  disease. 


This  is  NOT  a  rigid  time-table.  Many  Doctors  hold  slightly 
differing  views,  and  prematurity  or  ill-health  in  a  child  may 
mean  the  schedule  has  to  be  altered  to  meet  individual  needs. 
Smallpox  vaccination  is  no  longer  routinely  recommended  for 
children,  it  may  be  given  at  the  wish  of  parents. 


The  birth  notification  of  children  is  processed  by  computer. 
Following  this,  it  has  been  possible  to  send  out  appointments 
for  children  to  be  immunised  at  a  welfare  clinic  or  by  their 
own  G„P.  This  scheme  has  now  been  running  for  about  5  years. 

The  overall  immunisation  rate  for  diphtheria,  whooping-cough, 
and  tetanus,  and  poliomyelitis  continues  to  be  high.  It  is 
higher  in  Hertfordshire  than  many  other  areas.  During  the  last 
4  years  there  has  been  a  significant  drop  in  the  number  of  children 
notified  as  having  measles.  This  is  directly  due  to  the  measles 
vaccination  campaign.  This  past  year  has  shown  a  small  outbreak 
of  measles  in  infants  who  were  too  young  to  be  immunised. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  traveller  entering  certain 
countries  must  produce  an  Internal  Certificate  of  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox,  Yellow  Fever  and  Cholera.  Internal  Certificates 
should  be  procured  from  the  travel  agency  v/hen  the  intending 
traveller  makes  his  booking. 

Vaccination  of  adults  is  done  by  the  patient's  own  Doctor,  who 
must  enter  on  the  Certificate  particulars  of  the 'vaccine  employed. 
The  Doctor's  signature  must  then  be  authenticated  at  the  local 
Health  Depar-tment,  which  holds  facsimiles  of  all  the  signatures 
of  Doctors  in  the  District, 

A  primary  vaccination  (first  vaccination  done)  cannot  be  valid 
until  it  is  read  as  successful.  A  re-vaccination  is  immediately 
valid.

Protection  against  Cholera  may  be  obtained  from  the  Traveller's 
own  Doctor  and  is  advisable  for  persons  undertaking  journeys  ia 
the  Middle  or  Far  East,  Advice  may  be  obtained  from  the  Embassy 
or  Mission  of  the  Country  concerned. 


Smallpox  has  an  incubation  period  of  14  days. Protection  becomes 
valid  10  days  after  primary  immunisation  and  lasts  for  3  years 
generally. 

Yellow  Fever  has  an  incubation  period  of  6  days.  Protection 
becomes  valid  10  days  after  immunisation  and  lasts  for  ten  years. 


Cholera  has  an  incubation  period  of  5  Hays.  Protection  becomes 
valid  6  days  after  immunisation  and  lasts  for  6  months. 
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Typhoid  Fever  is  endemic  in  some  countries  and  may  be  contracted 
by  travellers  in  mediterranean  areas.  I  would  hero  rGitern.te 
the  advice  given  in  previous  Annual  Reports  that  anyone  proposing 
to  spend  holidays  in  such  regions  ought,  for  their  own  sakes  and 
for  the  sake  of  others,  to  seek  protection  from  T.A.B,  immunisation. 
This  should  not  be  left  to  the  last  moment,  as  the  interval  between 
the  first  and  second  doses  should  bo  at  least  four  weeks  and 
preferably  six  weeks  because  of  the  delay  in  building  up  effective 
immunity.  The  immunisation  normally  gives  protection  for  about 
five  years. 

Home  Help  Service

or  to  mother  and  child,  should  approach  Mrs .J.E. Clements,  the 
Divisional  Home  Help  Organiser,  at  the  Health  Centre,  27jBull  Plain, 
Hertford,  ( Tel, Hertford  3232). 

Applications  for  this  service  should  also  be  sent  to  Mrs. Clements. 

A  charge  may  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  County  Council’s 
assessment  scale. 

In  April, 197'1»  the  Home  Help  Service  came  under  the  administration 
of  the  Director  of  Social  Services  of  Hertfordshire,

Chronic  sick  can  receive  treatment  at  V/estern  House  Hospital, 
Collett  Road,  Ware.

(Tel,No*,01  STA  0121)  or  at  Highlands  Hospital,  Winchmore  Hill, 
London, N. 21  (Tele.

Care  and  After-Care 

Applications  for  recuperative  holidays,  if  recommended  by  the 
Medical  Attendant,  should  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

Equipment  can  be  issued  on  loan  to  jjatients  being  nursed  at  home, 

A  medical  loan  depot  has  been  established  at  Bishop's  Stortford, 
a.nd  also  in  Sav/bridgev;orth, 

A  charge  may  be  made  for  this  service. 


Ambulance  Service 


There  is  an  Ambulance  Station  at  Bishop's  Stortford,  Except 
in  emergency  an  ambulance  should  be  ordered  by  a  medical 
practitioner , 


Day  Nurseries 

A  day  nursery  is  established  at  Church  House. 
This  is  a  voluntary  nursery. 
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General  Practitioner  Medical  Services 


Throe  General  Practitioners,  forming  a  partnorship,  resido  and 
practise  in  Sawbridgeworth.  The  town  is  also  sorvod  by 
Practitioners  in  the  Harlow, Essex  and  Bishop's  Stortford 
localities.  To  the  Partnership  are  attached  Health  Visitors, 
a  scheme  which  has  been  in  operation  since  1967,  These 
attachments  have  proved  very  successful.

The  water  supply  to  the  district  has  been  regularly  sampled 
throughout  the  year  and  submitted  for  analysis.  85  samples 
were  sent  for  analysis  for  bacter iologicsrl  examination. 

3  water  samples  were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  chemical 
analysis  and  the  reports  showed  that  all  samples  conformed  to 
standards  of  purity  suitable  for  public  supply.
